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SALE OF ALL KINDS OF GUNS TO 
BE MISDEMEANOR BY TERMS OF 
NEW ORDINANCE; WOOD GAR¬ 
AGES COME IN FOR DISCUSSION 


SI BSCRIFTNONS AND ADV. CARDS 
RECEIVED BEFORE H O'CLOCK 
SATURDAY NIGHT HAVE HIGH- 
EST VOTES; TIME NOW LIMITED 


It will soon be a misdemeanor to 
sell firearms in South San Francisco. 
A new ordinance to that effect was 
given its first reading at the meceting 
of the city trustees Monday night. And 
not only firearms are taboo, but air- 
guns, the delight of the small boy’s 
heart, are* included within the re¬ 
strictions imposed, the ordinance 
reading “ . . . any gun, rifle, revolver, 
pistol, or other firearm, or^my airgun, 
or any instrument of any kind or 
character which throws or projects 
bullets or missiles of any kind to any 
distance by means of the elastic force 
of air or by means of any explosive 
substance.” Those who may buy any 
of the guns or instruments named are 
only “such person, persons, firm or 
corporation as shall have first re¬ 
ceived a written permit from the city 
marshal to purchase same.” 

The ordinance provides that the sale 
of any of the weapons included within 
its provisions shall be a misdemeanor 
punishable by a fine not to exceed 
$100 or imprisonment of not over 
thirty days. The new measure will go 
into effect thirty days after its second 
reading and adoption. On the question 
of whether the pistols now on “punch 
boards” in various stores and pool- 
rooms about town would come under 
the ban, City Attorney Coleberd gave 
an opinion that they would. The 
The ordinance was drawn at the sug¬ 
gestion of City Marshal Conrad, who 
brought to the attention of the board 
tiiat nearly every city around the bay 
now has such an ordinance in effect. 
As an indication of tho importance of 
having airguns"included, the case of 
the recent breaking of nearly 200 
windows at tire Enterprise foundry by 
small boys armed -with airguns, was 
cited. 

Tho new curfew ordinance, which 
was given its first reading at the last 
meeting of the board, was not given 
its second reading Monday night, be¬ 
ing laid over till next Tuesday night.
